This is a Z8000 based UNIX box with a base configuration 
of 1/2 Mb RAM, 1 1.2Mb Floppy, 1 20MB Hard Disk, screen resolution 
of 1024 x 800 monochrome and software which includes windowing. The 
box is currently being sold only in Europe, but its US equivalent price 
would be about $3000 to $4000. (Sun, watch out!) 


3) Karin is arranging for artwork and plants for the building. Also 
work continues on upgrading the phone and air-conditioning systems. 
We are looking at providing more thermostat controlled zones. 


4) The building open house is currently scheduled for Friday, May 3, 
between 3:00 and 7:00. A pavilion will be set-up in the parking 
lot where refreshments will be served. Escorted tours through the 
building will be provided. No one will have to do anything more than 
just turning off their black and white boxes as far as security 
is concerned. Guards will be posted to secure the building. 
Although we will not do demos, there will be a white box sitting 
on a display continuously running the bouncing ball demo. Attendance 
(for outsiders) is by invitation only. You can bring family, but 
check with me before you mention this to friends. 


5) The rest of the meeting was spent discussing status of the various 
project activities that are going on, but nothing dramatic was brought 
up, so I won't bother to repeat it all here. If you have questions 
or concerns about particular areas, feel free to askK'!
